New York, Feb. 2.—“Legitimate business 
as well as speculation in all parts of the 
country, as well asin New York,” says the 
Public, “was checked last week in part be- 
cause of the severe weather and the interrup- 
tion of telegraphic and railroad communica- 
tion, but some reaction was natural after the 
extraordinary activity which had prevailed 
for three successive weeks, and all communi- 
cations had been interrupted. At nearly 
every city in the country the ex- 
changes last week were smaller 
than for either of the preceding weeks 
this month, and yet the aggregate would 
have been thought very large a few months 
ago, and was rarely equaled dast year prior 
to November. In comparison with January, 
1880, a month of activity then almost un- 
precedented, transactions show a consider- 
able increase, and nearly every city shares in 
the gain. This increase, too, occurs not- 
withstandmg a material decline in the aver-

THE DECREASE IN EXCHANGES 
at New York in comparison with the pre- 
ceding week is dye only in part to the shrink- 
agein stock transactions.

Nevertheless the remaining exchanges, after 
deducting double the market value of stocks, 
were only $520,450,478 last week, against 
$660,611,514 the week before.

The present dverage tariff on imported sugars 
is 60 per cent. Out of @ total customs revenue 
of $13,150,025 in the year 1879, or 28% 
per cent, was derived from sugar. and, including 
molasses, the percentage of custome derived 
from this article was OK per cent. The present 
average tariff is 42 per cent on all dutiable im- 
ports. Hence the rate of 60 per cent on sugar is ex- 
ceptionally high. result is the price is 
higher in the United States than in most coun- 
tries.

President Hayes’ ingenious and persistent™ 
search for “Ohio men” in all parts of the 
country to fill all sorts of offices, high and 
low, that come under Executive appoint- 
ment. Recent circumstances have revived 
the discussion of this chief characteristic of 
the Hayes Administration. When the Presi- 
dent went down to Georgia to find a South- 
ern man to fill a vacancy on the Supreme 
Bench, his natural selection fell upon afl 
Ohio man who was living theré.

Again with his merciless statistics, a form

and snow that will inevitably appal settlers 
who have been used to living in mild latitudes. 
The “ prairie regions of Canada are too 
far north to invite a rush of emigration from 
sunny climes. Three months of summer, 
and then frost, snow, and ice the remainder of 
the year, are not very attractive inducements 
for an agricultural population. The Cana- 
dian “ prairie regions are swept by the Are- 
tic blizzards during half ofthe year. The 
only sections of Canada which have the prai- 
rie characteristics, are the Saskatchewan, 
Swan River, and Manitoba Provinces, 
and what are climatic features of 
these regions ? is a territory where a few 
kinds of the early-maturing grains and roots 
barely ripen fast enough to escape the frost. 
The thermometer falls to the extreme de- 
grees of 40 and 30 below zero in the cold 
season. It is unprotected d mountains, or 
even by hills or forests, Its prairies are open 
and exposed to the furious blasts from the 
polar nerth, so bitterly cold that even in our 
more southern latitudes they are not so tem- 
pered down but that they pinch us. What 
must they be in that region? The people 
have three months of summer, a few hot 
days bringing swarms of pestiferous insects 
of the gnat and mosquito sort, then short 
fall and early frost, and then a bleak, dark, 
long, and bitterly eold winter shuts down 
upon them. Having no forests, they are 
without wood, and coal is obtained with dif- 
ficulty. Even our hardy Indians, who have 
been over there to escape from dur troops, 
stay but a short time, and then retury, pre- 
ferring to surrender themselves rather than 
remain in a region so inhospitable and so 
destitute of fuel and food. 

While it may be true that settlers from 
the north of Scotland, Norway, Iceland, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and Lower 
Canada, being hardy and inured to inclement 
climates, might be able to stay there, and 
even make a living, the struggle of life would 
be so desperate and continuous that they 
would soon be tired of it, and gladly seek the 
prairies of Iitinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, 
and Nebsaska, where the climate is more 
regular, the warm season longer and the 
cold one shorter, and the soil more tractable 
and fruitful. Sir Alexander Galt’s picture 
may be a rosy one for deluded En- 
glishmen to contemplate, but there 
is no danger that it will divert any 
of the emigration that is now pour- 
ing in such a vast flood from Europe 
to our Western prairies. There can 
be no competition between the United States 
and Canada in this direction. If any En- 
glishmen are tempt@d by Mr. Galt’s glowing 
chimerical statements to tay the prairie 
regions of Canada, one season’s experience 
of their blizzards and snowdrifts will be 
sufficient to make them wish themselves 
back in Merry Engand, where extremes of 
gold are unknown and where roast beef and 
plum-puddings and beer abound. Until 
Sir Alexander Galt can reverse the order of 
Nature and compel ber to mitigate her 
Arctic breezes and lengthen out her seasons, 
there is no danger that the tide of emigration 
there will be either very large or very swift.

business. The war between the Wabash, 
Alton, and other Western lines was brought 
to an end a week or two ago by the an- 
nouncement of the Wabash that it would no 
longer insist upon e differential rate on pas- 
senger business from this city to the West, 
and consequently the rates to St. Louis and 
Kansas City, which had dropped down. to 
nominal figures, were restored to 84. 70 to St. 
‘Louis and $5.50 tb Kansas City. These rates 
were adopted on the recommendation 
of the Wabash, and were higher than 
the Alton and other Chicago roads 
thought should be made, but they accepted 
them rather than have the war continue any 
longer. It has since been demonstrated that 
the Wabash got the best of the new arrange- 
ment, as the rates established enabled some 
of the speculators who had bought unlimited 
tickets during the heat of the fight to place 
them on the market and seil them below the 
rates charged by the roads, Especially was 
this the casein regard to Kansas City e 
to which point the Wabash, it is said, h 
out an immense amount of unlimited — — 
which were sold as low as 8.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 2—The House met 
this morning and received a communication 
from the Governor, 
Judge Dickey, of the Supreme Court, sug- 
gesting forms for three bills, one designed to 
sanction by Legislative enactment the sitting 
of two Judges of the Cnminal Court of Cook 
County at the same time; another fixing the 
time during which a prisoner must be tried, 
and seeking to remedy the inequality which 
at present exists in view of the monthly 
terms of court in Cook County and the less 
numder of terms a year in other coun- 
ties [throughout the State; and another 
in reference to the filing of transcripts in 
cases of appeal to the Supreme Court. 
The first simply provides two Judges of the 
Criminal Court may, where the pressure of 
business requires it, sit at the same time. 
The second provides that prisoners shall not 
be discharged in less than six months from 
the date of commitment, though the Court 
may by special order continue the case to a 
term beyond that period. Under the pres- 
ent law a prisoner must be tried inside of 
two terms or be discharged. In Cook County 
there isa term of court every month; in 
others sometimes not more than a term a 
year. In Cook County, thérefore, a prisoner 
may be kept three months, and in the other 
counties in the State as long as eighteen 
months. The object of the suggested bil! is 
to equalize the thing by making it six months 
in all counties in the State. The third bill 
merely cuts down the time heretofore al- 
lowed for the filing of transcripts. 

PETITIONS AND REPORTS. 

The usual batch of petitions and commit- 
tee reports was received. The former re- 
lated mostly to the Hinds bill, and the more 
important of the latter have already been 
noticed by telegraph. When the Printing 
Committee formally sat down on the propo- 
sition to print the synopsis of bills on the 
ground that it would cost too much, thesame 
old printing row broke out once more, and 
the battle waged with its customary fierce- 
ness and general ignorance of what the con- 
testants were talking about for nearly half 
an hour. Eventually the House adopted the 
Senate joint resolution providing for the 
printing of the synopsis at 25 cents per 1,000 
ems, set plain,—the price which the State 
Printer has all along denounced as ruinous.

The aggregate of railroad building for 1880 is 

very large, and represents the expenditure ofan 
enormous sum for which there may not be at 
present adequate returns in additional profits 
for the railroad system as a whole. In the States 
and Territories there are now %,637 miles of 
railroad in operation, or one mile for 543 per- 
sous, and at the beginning of the year the pro- 
portion was one mile for 578 persons. The trans- 
fer of population to the Far West does indeed 
make more business for railroads there, but it 
necessarily makes less traffic for railroads in the 
older States from which the population is 
moved. New roads, in very many cases, bave 
deen constructed mainly for the purpose of 
competing with older roads already in operation. 
If their traffic is partiy diverted the new roads 
may prosper, but at the expense of diminished 
earvings and profits on capital previously in- 
vested. Directly and indirectly, it is probabie 
that more than #$200,000,000 in cash has been 
planted in the earth during the year 1880 by the 
building of railroads, for the average cost of 
roads, equipments, stations, and other attendant 
improvements has probably been more than 
$30,000 per mile. The country cannot go on very 
long expending money at that rate in the build- 
ing of railroads, and yet the Gazette gives reason 
for the belief that we shall probably build 
more railroad in 1881 than ever before” in a 
single year.

Fer the removal of the kitoben-slops from the 
premises an open inclined chute had been built 
upon the back gallery of each of the lower tene- 
mente, which led to a hopper from which a 
wooden box conveyed the refuse matter down- 
wards,—just where will be explained fur- 
ther on. Into this chute the tenant of 
the lower tenement discharged her kitchen 
slops. For the convenience of the upper tenant 
a perpendicular wooden box led from the gul- 
lery above to a point immediately over the 
ebute, which received its contents and con- 
veyed them tothe the hopper, one of which, it 
may be stated, served to remove the Wastes of 
the tenements on both sides of it, the slanting 
chutes inclining towards a common focal point. 
This chute was about six inches wide and three 
deep, presented the rance of being 
thoroughly saturated with the liquid nastiness of 
many years’ service. During the cold weather of 
course the ehutes and hopper were of no value 
whatever, being choked up with frozen water 
and garbage, but this did not deter the investi- 
gators from followimg up the system of sewerare 
after it entered the ea and learning some- 
thing more about its peculiar construction. The 
cellar of one of the houses was entered when it 
was seen that rpendicular box previously 
referred to ¢ in another box which ran 
along the celiar floor and entered the earth in 
front of the house. Whether it discharged its 
contents then direct into the main sewer or into 
a catch-basin could not at the time de 
learned, and, for the time being, the inspection 
of the system of wooden pipes was abandoned.

ans busy. Pregnancy cures many diseases. 

any young couples are frightened at the mag- 
nitied nen and perils of childbirth. The ad- 
vance of knowledge of the physician's art bas 
rendered childbirth comparatively easy. The 
conclusions of those whb have studied 
the subject most is, that if the food is 
proper, the digestion vigorous, with 
rational management a healthy chiid may be 
borne by those who are sadiy diseased, eveu by 
consumption. The best mothers are the method- 
ical ones, who can work without much worry. 
Worry is one of the causes of the many nerv- 
er children of to-day. It is this men- 
tal bias that interferes with development and 
healte, and tends to shorten life. There are 
those who would advise uafurtunate giris who, 
through misplaced confidence, find themselves 


in the realms of motherhood, to commit the 


worst crime in the catalog of murderous deeds, 
One cannot but admire the heroism of such an 
one clinging to the lite of her child. The one 
impression that will most prominently influence 
its future actions will be indomitable persever- 


ance. 

Most of the cases of infantile deformity oc- 
cur from lack of nutrition, and particularly the 
lime saita. For the first few months methers 
should eat food richin bone and muscle ma- 
terial; after that the food mav be more varied, 
The mutual understanding between the parents 
should be such that each can bear the other's 
burdens. The happiest couples are those who 
appreciate jests passed upon each other. A good 
laugh is a wonderful healthy diversion, and 
helps wonderfully to smooth out the wrinkles of 
every-day life. 

‘There are and ever will be childiess mothers. 
The ia proportion of them, even among our 
foreign-born people, is noteworthy. That it 
has some relation to the so-calied American 
disease—dys la—is evident to those who 
have studi subject. The dry air, change- 
able seasons, and insufficient diet so interfere 
with development that parenthood is often im- 


possible. ' 
There are physicians high in authority who 
uestion the fact of any impressions reachin 
t child before birth. A well-authenticate 
case is reported of a mother whowas severeiy 
burned, and two days atterward her premature 
still-born child showed the same marks on the 
corresponding portions of its body. The case 
decides the question of antenatal influences be- 
yond all controversy. 
ANOTHER CASE OF INFLUENCES 
children was related. A mother had 
three children as unlike as possible in taste and 
physique. The oldest was born while the father, 
a young minister, was struggiing to collect a 
library. This boy is now a man, tall and spare, 
and of an intellectual mold. His chosen oecu- 
pation is that of an editor. The next child 
was born while the mother was in teebie 
heath. Her home was then in a picturesyue 
among the White Mountains. This son, 
frail and small, was an artist from birth. The 
third son, born as they were about retiring toa 
farm lite, is a model farmer, active and stron 
of muscle. These children bear the imprint o 
the mother’s varied life. Strange to say, the 
father’s health was poorest when the last and 
most vieorous son was born. 

The Greeks and Spartans were wise in placing 
about mothers objects of culture and heroism. 
They were firm believers in the idea of the 
power of impressions. 

There is an idea prevalent — some 
mothers that they must eat for two. I diges- 
tion is active there is danger of inducing gastric 
catarrh by overeating. When this form of 
stomach trouble is transmitted, as it usually is, 

“the child will have constant craving, colic, 
sleepiesness, and prolonged suffering. in nurs- 
ing, the danger to the child is from careless 
feeding by the mother. Some think that they 
can eat anything, as usual. Others are over- 
este ＋— and do not eat sufficient to produce 

ealthy milk. The most harmful practice of 
mothers ig to partake freely of stimuiants, rang- 
ing all t y from tea to rter. Just what 
kind of food she should use will depend upon 
the development of the child and her own 
te One of the most hurtful infiuences 

rom which children suffer is the attempt to 
make one kind of food agree with all babies. 
Children are not sausages,to be stuffed with 
anything. They have individual needs that 
should be understood and satisfied. The great 
mortality from infantile convulsions in Europe. 
particularly in Engiand, is believed to be due 
to the practice of stufüng babies. During the 
year 1868 there were 23,188 deaths from convul- 
sions in England, or one out of every thirty-four 
children born. The rate in Scotland was much 
less, owing to the fact that the Scotch wisely 
give babies nothing but the mother’s milk. 

On the question of dress there needs to be a 
great reform. Judging by the infant's need, the 
sweddling bands of the past and the long skirts 
of the present are the most uncomfortabie dress 

sible. Biding the intant's body up tight is a 

ruitful cause of convulsions. The child should 

be protected from cold, and the clothing should 
be of the softest description. 

Children should be healthy, happy, and obedi- 
ent, and at no time is self-control more necessary 
than with the mother while nursing. Anger 
often sours the milk, making it ea deadly poison. 
The mother should avoid such influences. 

Dr. Duncan closed his lecture with the remark 
that the Mothers’ Society could do a worid of 

in this city by making its headquartes the 
channel for information and experiepce of suc- 
cessful mothers, which would benefit@enerations 
yet unborn. Visiting committees of experienced 
matrons could do much in lessening the sick- 
ness and mortality among the children of the 
lower classes.

Third Day's Proceedings in the 
| Trial of Hultgren. , 


Testimony for the Defense—No Blood 
on the Razor. 


Leonard Swett's Opening Speech in Be- 
half of the Accused. = —- 


trial of Hultgren for the murder of Jo- 
Hansen in July last was resumed yesterday. 
The evidence tor the prosecution bad been com- 
pleted the day before. 

Upon the opening of court Mr. Swett, attor- 
ney for the prisoner, addressed the jury, having 
waived his “ opening” at the beginning of the 
trial. He said he labored under great difficul- 
ties in the case from the fact that he could not 
speak in the tongue of his client. There were 
other difficulties, and, in fact, the whole case was 
invested with a peculiar interest, eepecfally 
since it had been shown that the prisoncr and 
murdered man were warm friends,-had come to 
this country together, and had worked and 
boarded together from the day of their arrival. 
From this he summed up briefly the 
evidence elicited by the prosecu- 
tion. coming to the conclusion. that 
the weight of the case was contained in the facts 
that the prisoner hau been seen with the de- 
ceased just prior to the murder; that when ar- 
rested he was found with a peculiarly patched 
bank- bill which, it was ciaimed, had been paid 
to Johansen a few hours before; and that he 
also had a razor upon his pérson, which, it was 
claimed, had been used in the commission of the 
crime. It had been shown, he went on go say, 
that the prisoner was drunk during the Sajur- 
day and Saturday night of the murder, and it 
would be shown by the defense that he was sick 
and the smaller man of the two, and that it 
would have been almost impossibie itor him to 
have been guilty of the charge. All of the evi- 
dence against his client was purely circumstan- 
dial, but the circumstances were not sufficiently 
clear, thought, to justify a conviction. 
They had mot been brought out 
with the necessary directness and force. Con- 
viction could be had upon circumstantial evi- 
dence, it was true, but each circumstance should 
be so clear—if it was to be as one of 
the factors of the case—that a verdict could be 
reached on either one of them. From this the 
question of “reasonable doubt was discussed, 
and also the question of “circumstantial evi- 
dene.“ an which several cases were cited “ from 
the books to show how important it was for 
juries to exercise the greatest care in the trial 
of such cases.

ESTABLISHED HULTGREN’S GUILT. 

The patched bill, even if it was genuige. ed 
nothing, for it was easy to see that the Ander- 
sons, at whose house it was found, could as read- 
ily have been convicted upon it as Hultgren if 
be bad never been arrested. At most, it was 
simply a suspicious circumstance, and, in fact, 
all of the circtimstances were of the same char- 
acter. upon which, be argued, it was unjust to 
place the prisoner's life in jeopardy.
